WASHINGTON, February 17.— The im- 


migration bill now R06B to the President, 
the last legislative atop having been ta- 
ken in the eenato today by an agreement 
to the conference report on the bill. 
Strong oppoaition waa made to the re- 
port, but on the final vote the frienda of 
^the meacure rallied a amall majority, 
.the vote being yeaa 34, nays 31*. 


The bill, ae passed, extends the immi- 


gration restrictions against "all persons 
physically capable and over 1G yefira of 
age who caunot read fttjid write the En- 
glish language or some other language, 
but a person not so able to read and 
write who ia over 50 years of age, and 
is the parent or grand parent of a quali- 
fied immigrant over 2L years of age and 
capable of supporting such parent or 
grandparent, may accompany euch im- 
migrant, or such patent or grandparent 
may ba sent for and come to join the 
family of a child or urandchild over 21 
years of age, similarly qualified and ca- 
pable, and a wife 01 minor child not so 
able to read and write may accompany 
or be sent for and come to join the hus- 
band or parent similarly qualified and 
capable. ' 
, 
For the purpoao of tOBting the initni* 
crant'B illiteracy he ia compelled to read 
and write from twenty to twenty-five 
words of the United States constitution. 
Aside from these esteneiona of the prea- 
aiit law the bill inaugurates anew sys- 
tem of restricting immigration 
from 
border countries and designed to apply 
principally to immigration from Canada. 


The provisions are aa follows : 
Section 4. That it ahall hereafter be 


unlawful lor any male alien who has not 
in eood faith made his declaration be- 
fore the proper court of his intention to 
become a citizen of the United States, to 
be employed on any public works ol the 
TJiiited States or to come regularly and 
habitually into the United States by 
laud or water for the purpose of engag- 
ing in any mechanical trade or manual 
labor, for wngea or salary, returning 
from time to time to a foreign country. 


Section G. Thrttit8lu.ll be unlawful 


for any person, partnership, company 
or corporation knowingly to employ any 
alien coming into the United States in 
violation of thn next preceding section 
of this act. Provided, tliat the pro- 
Visions of this act shall not apply to the 
employment of uuilors, denckliande or 
other employee of voaaola, or railroad 
train bauds, euch as conductors, engin- 
eers, brakemen, 11 re men or 
baggage

Favorable Report on the Bill in the

prevent conspiracies to blacklist. It 
provides that a combination to prevent 
the employment of any perec-n on u 
transportation line because ol partici- 
pation in any strike or labor trouble or 
membership In any lawful labor union 
or organization shall be an unlawful 
conspiracy and punished as euch unless 
illegal acts were committed in connection 
with the strike or labor trouble. Any 
person injured by such conspiracy may 
sue ior damages sustained, and in cases 
where malice is shown full exemplary 
damages may be recovaUd.

CINCINNATI, February 17.—A rpecial 


to the CoininerciuJ'Triliune from Havana 
says: A band of Spanish Ruerrillas, 
commanded by Major Taso, of General 
Perez' army, in Pinar del Itio province, 
is reported to have captured tho heights 
of Montevtiri, north of Paso Real do Sti- 
ago, putting ovor 100 prisoners to Uio 
aword.
